In the semi-slang language of 
modern America today, what the 
Ammonites said in the long ago 
against the land of Israel when 
it was desolate, against God’s 
sanctuary when it was profaned, 
against the house of Judah when 
they went into captivity, was 
“BOO.” Boo is an interjection 
expressive of derision. The dic- 
tionary defines boo as an expres- 
sion of aversion, as hooting. 


In human language, written and 
printed—spoken in shouts from 
the housetop or spoken in wphis- 
pers in the closet—there are many 
interjections, many brief and 
many monosylabic expressions of 


aversion. There is the assinine 
“hee-haw.” ‘There is the grunty 
“oof,” the shrieking “scram.” 


There is the wicked “whoopee.”’ 
There are the bombastic triplets, 
“bosh” and “bunk” and “bull.” 
There is the sloppy “applesauce.” 
There is the piratical “pooh,” the 
pernicious “pshaw,” the putrid 
“paugh.” There is he sarcastic 
“oh-yeah?” There is the naughty 
“nuts.” And other interjections 
are saturated with aversion, devil- 
ish with derision, heartless with

King Boo is active where jealousy 
reigns and where little people are 
envious those who are not

Now, what shall I more say? 


This would I say: Save your 


sneers for the shams. Save your 
ridicule for the hypocritical hum- 
bugs, for the prating and precise 
modern-day Pharisees who out- 
wardly appear righteous unto men 
but are at heart “full of dead 
men’s bones, and of all unclean- 
ness.” Save your boos for the 
booers, for there are plenty of 
them. And ridicule is the sharp- 
est and surest sword for them. 
But toward all men who serve 
nobly show magnanimity such as 
David showed when he spared 


ground at his bolster: but Abrer 
and the people lay round about 
him. Then said Abishai to David, 
God hath delivered thine enemy 
into thine hand this day: now 
therefore let me smite him, I pray 
thee, with the spear even to the 
earth at once, and I will] not smite 
him the second time. And David 
said to Abishai, Destroy him not: 
for who can stretch his hand 
against the Lord’s anointed. and 
be guiltness?”—I Sam. 26:7-9. 

David spared instead of spear- 
ling. So I beg of you to spare the 
unfortunate. Boo them not. re- 
membering that “He that oppress- 
eth for mocketh] the poor re- 
proacheth his Maker” (Prov. 
14:31). Spare the great. Spare 
‘those who try nobly and fail mis- 
erably. And if, as one wise man 
adviseth, there be to you no great 
souls, no deeds of pure heroism, 
no immaculate women, no acts of 
self-sacrifice, no emotions of vir-« 
gin shame, then, yes, then, and 
eaickly, move out of a decent 
community and get out of a spir- 
itual church. Such are not 
‘places for you. You surely must 
be bound for the place where all 
the walkers of the red-hot streets 
grin unceasingly. Their language 
is a sneer. Their breathing is a 
perpetual boo. The air. they 
breathe in that inferno stinks 
with the eternal mockery of all 
that is good. And, forget it not, 
many who are there are booers 
who booed at the fact of Hell.

Let us consider then some 
prayers that God will not hear. 
Any prayer that has known sin 
in the prayer is foredoomed to 
failure, doomed to be rejected by 
a righteous God, our loving Heav- 
enly Father. 


1. The Preacher Who Prays 
for Revival, but Will Not 
Preach Against the Sins of 
Christians 


How God longs to give revival! 
The..inspired prayer of the Psalm- 
‘jst, “Wilt thou’ not revive us 
again: that thy people may rejoice 
in -thee?” (Psalms 85:6) shows 
that God wants us to pray for 
revival of His people, for a new 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit, for 
new soul-winning power. But 
God has a way laid down in the 
Scripture to bring revival. He 
has said, “If my people, which 
are called by my name, shall 
humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their 
land” (IL Chron. 7:14). God’s 
plan is that His people shall hum- 
ble themselves and pray and wait 


if it is not used according to God’s 
intent and»as preachers are com- 
manded to use it. Preachers had 
as well expect to see very few 
sinners saved if they do not 
preach plainly against sin and use 
the Scriptures against ‘sin. God’s 
plan is that “the law was our 
schoolmaster to bring us. unto 
Christ” (Gal. 3:24). If aman wil 
not preach the commands of God 
(for example, “Thou shalt not kill. 
Thou shalt not commit adultery. 
Thou shalt not steal. Thou shalt 
not covet”), then he is not likely 
to have the law prove itself a 
schoolmaster to turn people | to 
Christ, 


AH over the country there are 
honest, good preachers who would 
like to have people saved. But 
they would like to have people 
saved without anybody being 
offended.. They would like to have 
people saved without any criticism 
of the preacher. They would like 
to have people saved without any 
big stir. And so they do not 
preach against sin. Such preach- 
ers preach Sunday after Sunday, 
perhaps, on the plan of salvation, 
on “God so loved the world,” on 
“God is love,” on “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved,” but find that these 
Scriptures of a one-sided gospel 


your sin, hide it in your heart, 
then you cannot expect God to 
hear your prayers for revival. 


4. Disobedient Christians Who 
Do Not Try to Win Souls 
Need Not Expect God to 
Answer Their Prayer for 
Sinners to Be Converted 


-God has a way to get sinners 
saved. It is not that angels 
should carry them the gospel. It 
is not even that the preaching 
from t:.e pulpit alone would pe 
all the plan for saving sinners. It 
is not even that we should pray 
for sinners and they should be 
converted. No, God’s plan for 
saving sinners is, first of all, that 
every Christian should carry the 
gospel. Jesus plainly* commanded, 
“Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture’ (Mark 16:15). The Great 
Commission as given in Matthew 
28:19,20 is that we are to go and 
make disciples, and teach the new 
disciples ‘“‘to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded 
you.” That is, every new converts 
is to go out and carry out the 
Great Commission for himself. 
Any Christian who is not willing 
to go to lost sinners and talk to 
them, use the Scriptures, use his 
own testimony, use persuasion and 
tears and the pleading of a 
burdened heart, need not expect 
God to be very much moved by 
his prayers for sinners. If you 
really wanted sinners to be saved, 
you would be willing to do what 
God says we should do in order 
to help save them. Disobedience 


you want evil cleansed away from 
the heart and lives of your chil- 
dren? Then why call on God to 
do in some diuerent way what 
you are not willing to do in God’s 
way? 

Again, Proverbs 22:15 _ says, 
“Foolishness is bound in the heart 
of a child; but the rod of correc- 
tion shall drive it far from him.” 
God has a way to drive away 
foolishness from the heart of a 
child. And remember that fool- 
ishness, in the Bible, does not 
mean silliness, does not mean in- 
tellectual incompetence. Foolish- 
ness in the Bible means a certain 
disregard for God and for God's 
ways. It is another term -for 
willful wickedness. And this « ill- 
fulness in the heart of a child can 
be driven out how? By the rod 
of correction. And when you are 
not willing to use God’s method, 


‘then you need not pray for God 


to change His plan. . 

_A woman asked Dr. Bob Jones 
to pray for her boy, and he said, 
as I recall it, “I ~em not going to 
do it. . My prayers can’t take the 
place of your whippings.” 


I think we might even say that 
a parent who is not willing to 
whip his child will find his prayers 
for the child’s salvation hindered; 
for Proverbs 23:14 says, “Thou 
shalt beat him witA the rod, and 
shall deliver his soul from hell.” 
Whipping gives the child a con- 
sciousness of sin, and if persisted 
in. prayerfully and_ earnestly, 
along with godly teaching and 
example, will lead the child to 
repent of his sins and make him 
ready to accept Christ as Sav- 


God.to keep your child true to the 
faith. Such prayer is insincere 
and wicked, the kind of prayer 
that God surely cannot well an- 
swer until you repent of that sin, 


7. Christians Who Pray for 
Their Denomination to 
Stay True to Christ and 
the Bible Yet Support the 
Modernists in the Denomi- 
nation, Will Find Their 
Wicked Sin Blocking Their 
Own Prayers 


Ail over America I find people 
who believe the Bible, who long 
to see souls saved, who have been 
really converted, who grieve over 
the growth of modernism and in 
fidelity on every hand. Such peo- 
ple often pray earnestly for their 
denominational leaders to: remain 
true to the Bible. They’pray that 
God will take out the modernists 
who have appeared in places of 
leadership in their schools and in 
denominational councils and the 
denominational program. They 
pray that God will turn the people 
to follow fundamentally sound 
men instead of these modernists. 
Yet often these same people go 
on supportin® the modernistie 
program. They give money. which 
is sent to schools where professors 
are nothing better than infidels, 
who deny the inspiration of the 
Bible, make so-called “science” a 
fetish, and _ it the opinions of 
men above the revelation of Al- 
mighty God. I say, people send 
money to support such modern- 
ism. They support denominational | 
leaders who day by day do their

2. Preachers Who Are Un- 
willing to Condemn Sin, 
Need not Pray for the Holy 
Spirit to Convict and Save 
Sinners Under Their 


Preaching 


_ God demands repentance on the 
part of sinners. No sinner is 
ever going to be saved who does 
not repent of his sins. I mean 
that a sinner must become con- 
scious of his guilt, must confess 
his guilt before God (though he 
may not do it openly and publicly 
with his. mouth), and must hon- 
‘estly turn his heart from sin. No 
one was ever saved who did not 
Jearn to hate sin and turn to 
sek God. God has an appointed 
way to get sinners to repent and 
that is by the plain preaching of 
the Word of God. Felix was con- 
victed and trembled when Paul 


preached to him of judgment to. 


come. The vigorous preaching of 
Stephen against the sins of the 
Israelites convinced Saul, and he 


was soon converted and became| 


Paul the Apostle. The Word of 
God is “the sword of the Spirit’ 
‘(Eph. 6:17). . It is not just taffy. 
It is not just milk, toast. The 
Bible, as it is to be preached to 
sinners, is to be a sword “pierc- 
ing even to the dividing asunder 
of soul and spirit, and of -the 
joints and marrow, and is a dis- 
cerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the heart” (Heb, 4:12). And 
God says, “Is not my word like 
as a fire? saith the Lord; and 

like a hammer that breaketh. the 
’ vock to’ pieces?” (Jer. 23:29). 
One who is not willing to use 
the Word of Gd like a sword, 
like a hammer, is not likely to 
have it prove itself “the sword of 
the Spirit.” The Spirit does~ not 
always bless the use of Scripture 


recognize that any time a preacher 
is not willing to do a Bible kind 
of preaching against sin, there is 
sin in his own heart. There is 
a fear of man, there is a timidity, 
there is a-lack of faith, or there 
is an effort to please the ungodly 
round about him; and this sin 
keeps him from obeying the com- 
mand of Christ and so having sin- 
ners convicted and converted. 


3. Christians Who Pray for 
Revival but Do Not For- 
sake Worldliness Find Their 
Prayers Unanswered — 


. Just as preachers who do not 
preach against the sins of Chris- 
tians need not expect their prayer 
for revival to be ans ered, so 
Christians who do not judge and 
forsake their own worldliness and 
sins, cannot. expect the revival 
they - need, a shower of blessing 
from Heaven on their own hearts. 
“If I regard iniquity in my heart, 
the Lord will not hear me,” says 
Psalm 66:18. If you are not will- 
ing to confess and forsake your 
sins, then your prayers are an 
abomination to God. He _ stops 
His ears when you call. You can- 
not have a revival without facing 
the sin question, 


Proverbs 28:13 says, “He that 
covereth his sins shall not pros- 
per: but whoso confesseth and 
forsaketh them shall have mercy.” 
It is useless to expect God to send 
a great revival and put His ap- 
proval on the sins in your life. 
It is useless to expect God to pour 
out His Spirit on you as long as 
you know about sins that grieve 
God and are not willing to con- 
fess and forsake them. 


I do not mean that God de- 
mands sinless perfection before 
we can have our prayers answered. 
In that case none of us could ever 
have a prayer answered. But. God 
does demand, and has a right to 
expect, that any child of His 
should honestly learn to. hate sin, 
that when sin is brought to his 
mind by the Holy Spirit or by 
the preaching of the Word, he 
will hate it and turn from it. If 


you regard sin, love sin, alibi for 


even if-they are timid, when God 
commands it. People who do not 
know what to say should at least 
find some Scripture verses on the 
plan of salvation and pray for the 
Holy Spirit to. give. them the 
proper words. And it is useless 
to say that you tried and failed. 
The Lord Jesus talked to many 
sinners who were not converted, 
but He kept on doing right and 
trying to win souls. And so can 
you if you love the Lord Jesus 
enough to keep His command- 
ments. You need not pray for 


not willing to do your part. 
Many people think that because 
they give money to missions that 
therefore they are doing their 
part in winning souls. No, when 
you support a pastor, he cannot 
take your place as a soul winner. 
When you support a missionary, 
he cannot take your place as a 
soul winner. A preacher once 
said, “If you can’t go, then send 
somebody else.” But that is not 
what the Bible says. /The Scrip- 
ture commands every Christian to 
go and take the gospel. “Let him 
that heareth say, Come” (Rev. 
22:17). Not to earnestly try to 


win souls is disobedience, is sin; 


and to mix that sin with your 
prayer means that God cannot 
hear with any favor. 

No, dear Christian, if you want 
souls to be saved and want God 
to hear your prayer for their sal- 
vation, then you must submit your 
will and set out to do what God 
has commanded you to do in per- 
sonal testimony and earnest plead- 
ings, using the Word of God, -

6. To Send Your Children to 
a Modernistic College, Un-

While Praying for Them to 
Be Devoted Christians, 
Guarantees That God Can- 
not Hear Your Prayer 


The Scripture clearly warns 
that a Christian should not even 
receive into his house a teacher 
or preacher whc is not right on 
the doctrine of Christ, His deity, 
His blood atonement, etc. To bid 
God speed to such a teacher is 
a sin. Anc to send your own son 
or daughter to a college where 
infidels seek to break down his 
faith, would mean that God could 
not well dnswer your prayer. 
Your sin in disobedience and in 
compromising with the truth is so 
great that it would keep God 
from answering the prayers He 
would like to answer, and keep 
Him from making your child into 
what -you want him to be and 
what God wants him to be. 


Often we have a sinful desire 
to be loyal to our denomination 
whether the denomination is loyal 
to God or not. When the denom- 
ination comes before God, then 
certainly God cannot well hear 
the prayer involved. Sometimes 
we care more for certain individ—- 
uals, the teacher under whom 


we studied, or the president that}2 


we love, or some other person in- 
volved, than we care for the truth 
and for God. Perhaps you want 


to honor your college more than_ 


you want to honor God, yet you 
ask God to keep your boy or girl 
sound in the faith. Perhaps you 
care more for your dénomination 
than you do for the truth of God, 


the true gospel, and yet you ask 


those who deny Christ and His 
Word—these,; same people pray 
that modernists will not control 
their denomination. That is such 
an obvious hypocrisy that surely 
they ought to see God cannot 
answer such a prayer. : 

Again, sin is back of this wicked 
praying. It is sin of loving men 
better than God, of being true to 
institutions rather than being true 
to the Bible. Does your prayer 
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give the lie to your giving and 
your affiliation? Then do not ex- 
pect God to hear your prayer. 
8. To Pray for Forgiveness 
While not Forgiving Others 


Is a Prayer that God Can- 
not Answer : 
The plain word of the Lord 


Jesus is that when we pray we 
should say, “Forgive us our debts, 
as we forgive our debtors” (Matt. 
6:12). And then Jesus gave the 
solemn warning, “But tf ye for- 
give not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses” (Matt. 6:15). If 
you are not willing to forgive, 
then it is not only senseless but 
wicked to pray for forgiveness. 
Do you think God will change His 
plan and indorse that wicked 
grudge in your heart? Do you 
think God will take your part in 
this unchristian thing and answer 
your prayers as if there were 
nothing wrong? Jesus Himself 
plainly says that He will not. If 
you. do not forgive others, then 
you need not expect God to for- 
give you. 7 

I think this would be true about 


a lost sinner seeking Salvation. | 


If you are not willing to forgive 
others, then I do not believe you 
may expect Christ ‘to forgive you 
and save your soul. But I think 
it is also true for Christians. 
Christians ‘need cleansing every 
day, forgiveness in the sense that 
God takes our sins out of the way 
and keeps them from interfering 
with our communion, our joy, our 
usefulness. And if a Christian 
has unforgiveness in his heart, 
then iis own sins day by day pile 
up between him and God and the 
communion 
fellowship and so he cannot have 
God’s power, God’s leading, and 
God’s help. To pray for forgive- 
ness when you do not forgive 
others is the prayer of a wicked 
heart, it is regarding iniquity in 
your own heart, so God cannot 
hear you. That praying is ‘asking 
amiss, that ye may consume it 
upon your lusts.’ Such praying 
asks God to ignore sin in your 
life while He forgives other sins, 
and that He will not do. Such 
prayers God will not answer. 


9. To Pray for Prosperity 
While Robbing God of 
Tithes and Offerings With 
a Covetous Heart, 
Prayer God Will Not An- 
swer 


It is true that God delights in 
His children. It is true that He 
who notes the sparrows fall, He 
who clothes the lilies, He who lets 
not even one hair of your head 
fall without keeping a record of 
it, wants to provide all your needs. 
But at the same time He has a 
clear plan He wants Christians to 
follow. In Malachi the third 
chapter we are plainly com- 
manded, “Bring ye all the tithes 
into the storehouse, that there 
may be meat in mine-house, and 
‘prove me now herewith, saith the 
Lord of hosts, if I will not open 
you the windows of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing, that 
there shall not be room enough 
to receive it” (Mal. 3:10). Again 
He said, “Ye are cursed with a 
curse: for ye have robbed me, 
even this whole nation.” It. is 
true that this is in the Old Testa- 
ment. It is true that the store- 
house here mentioned was the 
temple where the Jews were to 
bring their sacrifices and offering. 
And God does not require now 
that Christians bring all offerings 
to one storehouse, and the preach- 
ers today are not quite the same 
as the Levites and priests of 
Bible times. Yet, certainly God 
has ‘not changed His plan, that 
people who love Him should show 
it ‘in what they bring of His 
bounty for the service, of God. 


In the New Testament are many 
plain words about covetousLess. 
And covetousness -is the same 
wicked sin now that it was in 
Old Testament times. In II Cor- 
inthians 9:6,7, the Scripture says, 
“But this I say, He which soweth

Every man accorc’ g as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so let him 
give; not grudgingly, or of neces- 
sity: for God loveth a cheerful 
giver.” Here is a rule of the 
Bible about how to be prosperous. 
Those who sow sparingly shall 
reap sparingly. They that sow 
bountifully shall reap bountifully. 
God loves a cheerful giver. God 
wants to provide for His own 
abundantly, but He Himself has 
determined the basis on which He 
can righteously do this. 


reap sparingly. If you are sow- 
ing sparingly, do not expect to 
reap bountifully because of your 
prayers. God does not hear that 
kind of wicked prayers. 

Again in Matthew 6:33, “But 
seek ye first the kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto 
you.” Why ‘should God prosper 
you in material things when you 
do not seek fifst His kingdom, 
seek to prosper the getting out 
of the gospel? You see, prayer 
will not take the place of obeying 
God, and if you, out of a stingy 
heart, withhold from God that 
which He desires you to give as 
a token of your love and faith, 
then you need not expect Him 
to prosper you in material things. 


10. Those Who Marry Un- 
saved Partners, Praying 
for God to Cure Them of 
Drink and Wicked Lives 
and Save Their Souls, Are 
Blocking Their Own 
Prayers 

_ God has a plain command, “Be 
ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers: for what fellow- 
ship hath righteousness with un- 
righteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 
And what: .agreeméfit hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and I 
will be their God, and they shall 
be my people” (II Cor, 6:14-16). 
You see, God has commanded 
Christians not to yoke up with 
unbelievers. A Christian woman 
is allowed to marry, but “only in 
the Lord” (I Cor, 7:39). If you 
violate this pi .in command of God 
and yoke up with unbelievers, 
then you have put someone else 
before God in your plans. You 
have been guilty of idolatry. Your 
own pleasure, your own heart’s 


And now then you want God to 
overcome your sin and make your 
home happy! Now you want God 
to cure your husband of the sins 
he had even before, you were 
married. 


I do not say that God never 
saves the lost mate of one who 
has done wrong. But I say that 
I do not see how He can do it 
until he or she has confessed this 
sin with a penitent heart and 
humbly cried to God for forgive- 
ness. God does not answer the 
prayer »f one who hugs sin to his 
heart. “If I regard iniquity in 
my heart, the Lord will not hear 
me.” 


Over America I have heard 
more women pleading with God 
for unsaved husbands than almost 
any other group pleading for the 
salvation of any other loved ones. 
And in a great percentage of the 
cases the revival efforts=come to 
a close, and unsaved husbands still 
remain unsaved. When a wife has 
sirfned against God, violating 
God’s plain command against yok- 
ing up with unbelievers, then 
surely she cannot expect God’s 
blessing on her marriage until she 
admits that sin to God, repents 
of it with a sincere heart. As 
long as she continues loving that 
sin, excusing it, or ignoring. it,

BLESSED CAMPAIGNS IN 
AKRON AND LANSING 
We have received a report from 
the “CHRIST FOR AKRON” 
(Ohio) campaign, telling of God's | 
great blessings in the recent cam- 
paign held there:

fire.” No sinner will go into this 
hake of fire willingly. They will 
be cast in! Screams, weeping, 
wailing, gnashing of teeth will fill 
eternity with their blood-curdling 
sound as lost sinners are . cast 
away from God into their eternal 
home, the lake of fire. 


Young people who were not 
willing to repent of pleasure-giv- 
ing sins, who thought they had 
plenty of time to be saved; cut 
off in youth, now they are cast 
to the lake of fire. Moral men 
and women who never put their 
faith in Jesus Christ because they 
trusted in their own goodness, 
now they are cast into the lake 
of fire. 

Great men and small men, good 
men and bad men, pure women 
and harlots, drunkards and sober 
men, cultured people and uncouth 
people, all cast into the lake of 
fire. : 

Second—Ponder well the expres- 
sion: “Whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life.” Not 
whether your name was on. a 
lodge or church roll, but whether 
&M is written down in the book of 
Hfe. Not whether you said you 
were a Christian, but whether it 
was recorded in Heaven that you 
were. Not whether you believed 
you were saved, but whether 
God’s record showed you were. 
Not whether you made a profes- 
gion of faith, but whether you 
peally put your faith in Jesus 
@hrist. O my reader, make sure 
that God knows you are saved. 
Whatever else you may fail to do, 
fio not fail to do what the gospel 
demands, namely, repent of your 
sins and put your faith in Jesus 
Christ’s dying for your sins on 
the cross. Nothing else will be 
sufficient to enable you to escape 
the second death, which means to 
be cast into the lake of fire. 

Conclusion

I am depending on the fact that 
Christ paid the debt for my sins.
